river, the Tallabatchie; but that ad
vantage is nearly counterbalanced by
the jact, that low water generally pre-

vents its navigation untill some time"in
January; and it seldom continues long-

er than May, so the Panola planter is
cut q(T from the benefits of. the early
and late markets for his staple, which
ae usually the best.

Contiguous counties have not etfen
the advantage of this poor and expen
sive mode of transportation, they are
compelled to convey their cotton to
Memphis in waggons, at the distance in
some instances of more than one hun-

dred miles. -

These with many other circumstan-
ces point out, not only the practicability;
but the good policy oi a rail-wa- y com-
munication between the points suggest
ed. Probably no space of groand of
its distance, can be found in our country,
more suited to such a worir-a-s this, and
presenting fewer obstacles. The route
needs little or no grading, and very
light clearing and grubbing. The ex-

pense of superstructure would be small,
for timber could Jbe. bad for nothing.
It would bo attended with no assesment
of damages to land proprietors for the
land is wild, and moreover belongs to
the General and Stale Governments.
